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WILMINGTON BY-PASS 
Planning board 
prefers the first proposal 


There was a long discussion, Tuesday night, in the Planning Board meeting, 
about the proposed by-pass for Wilmington Square, and the proposal by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works that a new plan be adopted, putting 
the bypass on the Burlington side of the square. 

The ultimate decision was No. No changes needed, thank you. The Planning 
Board will write a letter to the Selectmen, for next meeting’s signature, saying 
that it feels the by-pass should go as planned by Professor Charles Eliot, and 
Rep. Fred Cain, in-so-far as is possible. 

The plan advocated by those two men would have the Route 129 By-Pass go 
between the Post Office and the Fire Station, as it crosses Church Street, and 
join the new building bridge over the Boston & Maine railroad, near rocco’s 
Restaurant, 


The southerly end of this 
proposed by-pass has not been 
definitely established, because of 
new construction, but the Board 
feels that this can be done. 

AS proposed the by-pass will 
pass behind the Cain Garage, on 
Main Street, and along a right-of- 
way that has already been sur- 
veyed, 100 feet wide, acro 
Church St., Middlesex Ave., the 
Wildcat Railroad and Clark St., to 
the back of the Wilmington Plaza, 


and then across Main St. 

The proposed, but not yet 
definitely established crossing 
point for Clark St. would be near 
Railroad Ave. 

The Town Meeting of 
Wilmington, several years ago, ap- 
propriated $100,000 to,purchase the 
right-of-way between Main Street 
and Church Street, Since then 
Rep, Fred Cain has obtained funds 
from other sources, so that 
Wilmington could put the money to 


other uses. 

There is, as yet, no certain date 
of construction, The State DPW is 
waiting for the Wilmington 
Selectmen and rd to 
make their decisions, after which 
there will have to be construction 
studies and ecological studies, 
before the final plans are made. 

Construction of the new by-pass, 
if it does come, will be probably 
not within five years,

Propose Anti Drinking 
By Laws 


Two proposed By-Laws for the Town of Wilmington, having to do with drinking 
in public on the streets or parking lots of Wilmington have been submitted to the 
Board of Selectmen for their consideration. 

One by-law was submitted by Selectman A. Daniel Gillis, Tuesday evening. 
Gillis described his proposed by-law as a copy of one in another town nearby. 
The other proposed by-law was submitted by the chairman, James F. Banda, 
who described his submission as work from several surrounding towns. 

Both proposed by-laws will now be copied and given to all the Selectmen, for 
their study. They indicated, last Tuesday, that if they find something suitable 
they may submit it to the Town Meeting for a vote. 


Mr. Gillis said that the 
Wilmington police were “‘asking 
for a tool to use” in combatting 
public drinking, and that was why 
he submitted his proposed by-law. 

The selectmen in their discus-

It was 


Harrison Allen 


‘The editor of the Town Crier 
missed the historical meeting, last 
‘Thursday, in which pictures of the 
interior of the Harnden Tavern 
were to be shown, in the Public 
Library of Wilmington. The 
history of the tavern, it is said, 
was discussed. 

‘One question was raised, in a 
private conversation, which has 
come back to the editor. That 
question was to the effect of : How 
do we know the editor is right, 
when he tells the old stories of 
Wilmington? 

It is a good question. Every time 
that another story appears in the 
pages of the Town Crier there are 
telephone calls, sometimes 
letters, with more information, 
and sometimes with corrections. 
Each story generates more infor- 
mation on the subject material, 
sometimes from surprising places. 

In the story of Horace Sheldon, 
Drover, the Town Crier did make 
an error, and no one, not even 
relatives’ of the Sheldon family 
noticed it, It wasn't until the 
editor consulted Miss Swain's Note 
Book (compiled by Mary Swain, of 
the Swain Sisters) that he noticed 
the error. 

‘The editor was after a picture of 
H. Allen Sheldon, which he 
recalled having been printed in 
Miss Swain’s notebook. And, not 
only did he find the picture (as 
expected) but also the new fact 
that H, Allen had changed his 
name, at the time he got married. 

He ‘was born Allen Harrison 
Sheldon on January 18, 1830, in the 
farmhouse that Wilmington people 
will recall as being the Herb 
Barrows farm, the farmhouse 
which was destroyed by arson, on 
what is now Avco property. His 
father, of course, was the Asa G. 
Sheldon, the man’ who changed the 
skyline ‘of Boston, aid filled in 
what is still called Back Bay. 

The farmhouse which became 
the Barrows farm back about 1897 
was for many years known as the 
Perry Farm, and the cornet of 
Woburn Street and Lowell Street 
was Perry's Corner, because of the 
blacksmith shop there, established 


by Asa and run for two generations 
by the Perry family, 

‘Asa G. apparently sold to John 
W. Perry when he moved the 
blacksmith shop to Wilmington, 
and at the same time bought what 
is today called the Asa G. Sheldon 
home, at 604 Woburn Street. 

Allen married, in 1853, 
Catherine, the daughter of the 
Jonathan Buck who had built the 
home where Atty. and Mrs. Callan 
now live on Woburn Street. From 
1859 to 1869 they lived in Woburn, 
where he was foreman of the John 
‘Cummings farm, in West Woburn. 
They returned to Wilmington after 
the death of Asa G., and took up 
farming in the old house at 604 
Woburn Street 

H. Allen Sheldon, in addition to 
being the man who slaughtered 
cattle with a Sharps Rifle, was 
cattle drover in his younger days. 
It is on record that each summer 
he would get up a herd of cattle 
and calves, and with the aid of a 
couple of other young men (boys, 
really) would drive those cattle to 
Washington, N.H. for @ summer 
time of green New Hampshire 
grass, Then, in the fall, the boys 
would go up to Washington (a town 
in western New Hampshire) and 
return with the cattle. 

The point of all this is that H. 
Allen Sheldon, born Allen 
Harrison, changed his name when 
he was married, and the word 
Harrison was rarely heard, froth 
then on, When the writer was a 
boy he learned, or assumed, that 
the first name was Henry. No one 
ever corrected him. For over fifty 
years H. Allen has been Henry to 
the writer, and when relatives of 
the Sheldon family discussed the 
family, during the past week, no 
one picked up the error. 

‘And thus are errors made - and 
corrected. 

Let it be recorded that in the 
days before the Spanish American 
War, H. Allen Sheldon was a one- 
man Chamber of Commerce, or 
something like that, in 
Wilmington. He was a fervent 
booster of his home town. 

He founded the Farmers and

He whe wrote his aute-biegraphy, 
‘and called it "Wilmington Farmer’ 


Mechanics Club, in 1875, and twen- 
ty years later was again serving as 
president. There would be an an- 
‘nual Cattle Show in Wilmington, 
sponsored by the Farmers and 
Mechanics Club, and sometimes 
even the Governor of the Com- 
monwealth would be present at the 
annual dinner which followed 

H. Allen was proud of the fact 
that Wilmington was served by 
three railroads, and had a total of 
seven sidetracks; that there was a 
variety of soils, to attract the in- 
telligent farmer, and that 
Wilmington had a lot debt ratio, 
which meant low taxes, of which 
he was always boasting. 

‘A word about what your editor 
calls the Butcher Wheel, Clayton 
Buck of Woburn St., says that the 
old farmers of Wilmington just 
called a wheel a “‘windlass.”* 

But to get back to his brother, 
Horace 

‘Two of the grandsons of Horace 
live in Reading today - Harrison, 
better known as Harry, and Myr- 
ton. Both have been Drovers in 
Wilmington. They are two of the 
few living. persons who could be 
called Drovers, of Wilmington, 
today. 

When Myrton was still  teen- 
ager he worked for Carl Pettingill 
as a Drover. The Pettingill farm 
was where Lucci’s Market is 
today. 

He and a young man named

He killed cattle with @ Sharps Rifle 
and was better known os Deacon 
Sheldon. 


Johnny Stokes, who lived in the 
farmhouse that is now 203 Aldrich 
Road, used to be in the Pettingill 
farm at about sun-up. Mrs. Pet- 
tingill would cook breakfast, and 
then about 6 am they would start 
with cattle, to be driven to the 
Brighton abbatoir. 

Thus does history reverse itself. 
Horace drove cattle, singled 
handed, from Brighton to 
Wilmington. His grandson drove 
cattle from Wilmington to 
Brighton. 

Myrton and Stokes (sometimes 
it was Carl Pettingill) used a‘low 
‘swung wagon. The beef cows were 
put on the wagon, and the rest 
chained behind, for a total of six to 
eight 

Tt would be Myrton’s job to walk 
behind, and prod the cattle into 
moving along. It took five or six 
hours, generally, to get to 
Brighton, and at the abbatoir they 
would have a noon day meal of 
beans and franks, in an upstairs 
restaurant at the Arboretum. 

‘On occasion the boys would meet 
Charles H. Buck at the abbatoir. 
Mr. Buck liked to eat upstairs in 
that restaurant. 

Myrton remembers Charles H. 
Buck as a man who always sold 
good meat, and who frequently 
was out until 10 pm selling. He 
would sell in Woburn and East 
Woburn. At other times he would 
sell in Reading, and got home 
earlier. 

Myrton worked for Herb 
Barrows for seventeen years, and 
his brother Harrison much longer, 
Harrison, better known as Harry. 
started working for Herb during 
World War 1, and was'stil) fier 


years ago. Harty willbe 
remembered by many Wilmington 
old-timers. 8 rode a bicycle 
back and forth’to work. 

‘Another old/timer who was a cat- 
tle drover many years ago is 
Stanley Webber, recently retired 
as Executive Secretary of the 
Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Like Myrton Sheldon, Stanley 
drove cattle from Wilmington to 
Brighton abbatoir, many years 
ago. He feels that he is 
Wilmington’s sole surviving Cattle 
Drover. 

‘About where the Muffin House 
is, on Main Street in Wilmington 
was Asa Sheldon’s home. Not Asa 
G., but his grandson Asa. Asa was 
a butcher, he was a cattle dealer, 
and fora while he was the 
superintendent of a poor-farm. 
down Saugus way, just which town 
the writer is not certain. 

‘Asa Sheldon, before World War 
1, would go to New Hampshire and 
Vermont, and buy cattle which 
would be shipped to Wilmington by 
train, and unloaded in the yard op- 
posite Clark Street. 

Evidently there was some 
regulation, railroad, city or 
otherwise, ‘which prevented the

cattle from being shipped directly 
to Brighton 

‘Two high school boys were hired 
to drive those cattle to Brighton, 
Stanley Webber and Asa’s son, 
Wilbur Sheldon. Wilbur was the 
Wilmington fireman who 
killed while fighting a fire up at 
Silver Lake about fifty years ago. 

It must have been quite a trip. 
They didn’t use the wagon 
technique of Carl Pettingill, in- 
stead they just drove the cattle, 
with prods, and with stones which 
the two boys carried in their 
pockets. One boy on each side of 
the herd, somewhat to the back, 
and if a cow or bull started to turn 
into some street or sideyard the 
way to get it back in line was to 
throw stones at it 

On one occasion the herd was so 
big that Asa hired a man and a dog 
to go along with the boys. The dog 
was a wonder - used to jump 
fences and race ahead. to cut off 
cattlethat were tending to wander 
from the alloted route.

ment knows how to alleviate this 
condition is by flushing the water 
mains, and this is done at night. 
There isn’t so much trouble, doing 
it that way, 

At the same time the problem is 
probably being aggravated by the 
Presence of some bacteria in the 
water from the Chestnut Street 
station. The State Department of 
Health says: Cholorinate (the 
Chestnut Street water) and the 
chlorine probably adds more 
oxygen to the water, which gives 
the rust forming bacteria more to 

on, 

‘The Aldrich Road pumping sta- 
tion was shut down, on Tuesday, 
and the Water Department was 
flushing the mains on that road, in 
an effort to get rid of rust. ‘That 


may have added to the problem of 
Shawsheen Avenue, the selectmen 
were told, 

“We need constructive 
criticism" Blake said. He wants 
complaints from the customers - 
not emotional ones, but telephone 
calls that tell the water depart- 
ment where the troubles are. 

“Some people say: ‘What's the 
use of calling? We never get ac- 
tion!” - We don’t know of the 
troubles without telephone calls!"” 

Blake also discussed his attitude 
toward the spending of money. 
‘The money the department spends, 
he said, is “My Buck.” Before he 
spends money he seeks to justify 
the expenditure, and then spend it 

Blake emphasized that “I am not 
the final answer." "The Town 
Meeting, he said, is the Master. 

He revealed that the Water 
Department now has plans fornew 
water ‘on Andover Street 
and Street, and (6¢ 0 
connection between the two 
streets, and connections {o Salem 
Street.’ It will cost about $500,000. 
There will probably be an article 
in the annual Town Meeting. 

Selectman George Boylen 
criticised, saying that the Water 
Department had too low rates in 
industrial’ use. “Very conser- 


- vative" he said. 


Blake's answer was that only 
three of Wilmington’s industries 
contribute" to the Water Depart- 
ment. “Perhaps we have been 
conservative - we have only raised 
the rates once in thirty years!” 

Tt was, he pointed out, a matter 
of priorities. ‘The town expects to 
spend $13 millions on a new school. 

There are other ‘The 
politicians have to decide on 
priorities. 

Wilmington, he warned, is going 
to run out of water in 10 to 15 
years. He didn't know where it 
Was going to come from - but the 
Water Department has to start 
“laying plans” right now. 

Vin McLain, water com- 
missioner, pointed out that there 
would be a need for setting 
priorities - Clean up the Mains - or 
new Water Treatment Plants. 

One item that Selectman Jim 
Miceli picked up was that there 
was a charge to the consumers, 
when the Water Department in- 
vestigated a complaint, and it 
turned out that the trouble was 
something like a rusty hot water 
heater. The charge was $6, 

‘The selectmen, later that night, 
voted to discontinue any such 
charge, and this to include in- 
stances in which there were hot 
water hoters,
